Yet hath not the Almighty left himſelf without 
witneſs, nor mankind without warningsof approach- 
ing judgments, and deſolations, by prodigious ſigns, 

and wonderful appearances in all times of the world: 
thereby, if poſſible, to deter them from their evil 
practices and to induce them to repentance and re- 
formation; of which the very heathens were ſenſi- 
dle: for we oF find in the Roman hiſtories, that 
there never pened any remarkable prodify 

but the people "of every ſex, age, and quality, flock- 
ed, and ran to their temples and altars, making 
prayers, and offering ſacrifices to their gods, for 
© appealing, and pacifying their incenſed wrath; 
Which may condemn the neglect and contempt that 
WI thoſe who pretend to own the true Chriſtian 
-- xeligion ; and may teach us to repair to the true 
God, and implore his mercy, and forbearance of 
pouring his wrath upon us: In order whereunto, 
it cannot ſurely be unfeaſonable, nor unprofitable 
to collect out of very approved authors, the molt

A co- 
met, in the form of a burning torch, was diſcerned 
to reach from the Eaſt o the Welt; In the Vile- 
WM.  ternean fields the earth rent aſunder, in ſuch huge 
and frightful breaches, that trees, and; whole 
houſes. were ſwallowed up in it: and it rained 
blood for two whole days together. About which 
4 time Hannibal received that notable over throw by 
Scipio, which was the deſtruction of the famous 
city of Carthage, aud the conqueſt of that country

In the temples of Ptolemais, organs, and othe 
inſtruments were heard to play of themſelves, be 
fore Julius Cæſar was (lain in the Senate-bouſe: and 
there being a colony ſent to be planted in Capua, 
according to the Julian law, and ſome monuments 
being demgliſhed to lay foundations for new bouſes I 
in the tomb of Capys, who was ſaid to be the foun -. 
der of Capua, there was found a brazen table, 
wherein was engraven ia Greek letters, That when: 
ſeever the bones of Capys ſhould be uncovered, ene 
the Julian Family ſbould be ſlain by the hands of hi 
own party, and that his blood ſbould be revenged i: 
' the great damage of all Italy. At the ſame time 
alſo thoſe horſes, which Czſar had conſecrated to 
Mars, after his paſſage over Rubicon, did abſtai;, 
from all kind of food, and were obſerved to have 
drops falling from their eyes, after - ſuch a manner, 
as if they had ſhed tears. Alſo, the bird Regulus, 
having a little branch ofdawrel in ber mouth, flew 
with it-into Pompey's court, where ſhe was torn iu 
pieces, by divers other birds that purſued her, where 
alſo Celar himſelf was ſoon after flain with twenty- 
three wounds, by Brutus, Caſſius, and. others.

and that therefore their temple ſhould laſt etervall) 
nevertheleſs, at the Virgin's bearing a child, (eve 
the King of heaven) it fell to the earth. 

Lucas de Tuy, in his'chronicle of Spain, writes 
That he hath found in the ancient hiſtories of th: 
country, That by computation of time; the fam 
night wherein our Saviour was born, there a;

14 The ſurprizing Miracles of Nature, 
na eclipſe of the ſun, for it was at a full moon, ſo 
that it was miraculous, and contrary to the order 
of nature, and only by the power of God, who de- 
prived the ſun of its light for that ſpace of time; 
and therefore Dennis the Arcopagite, being that day 
in Athens, and ſeeing the ſun ſo darkened, and alſo 
knowing as a man learned in Aſtrology, and the 
courſe of the heavens, that ſuch an eclipſe muſt 
needs be contrary to the rule of nature, ſpake with 
a loud voice, ſaying, . Either the world is at an end, 
or the God of nature ſuffers: and upon this acconnt 
(ay ſome authors) the wiſe men of Athens being 
aſtoniſhed at this prodigy, they preſently cauſed an 
altar to be built to the unkown- Cod: after which 
St. Paul coming thither, reproved them for it ; de- 
claring to them, that Jeſus Chrift, the Redeemer 
of the world, who had ſuffered, was that unkown 
God; whereby he converted many of them to the 
Chriftian faith: which doth alſo demonſtrate tha: 
the darkneſs was over the whole hemiſphere, ſince 
it was ſeen at Athens, and other places far remote 
from Jeruſalem. Yea, the moon being then at full, 
and having no light, but what ſhe bath from the 
ſplendour of the fun; and being then in the firma- 


clipſed and darkened, ſo that the darkneſs was uni- 
verſal over all the world; becauſe the moon and 
ſtars can give no light, ualeſs they receive it fir 
from the ſun. 8 

It was likewiſe very obſerveable, and is acknou 
ledged by the famous hiſtorian Plutarch, though: 
beathen, that after the death of Chriſt, not oni 
the oracles of Egypt, but throughout the wor! 
ceaſed, of which he could give no reaſon, (being ig 
norant of Chriſtianity) but that there were fome de 
vils or demons dead: However it was very * 
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abte, that Satan ſhould ſo plainly demonſtrate M- 
ſelf to be ſubdued and overcome, immediately after 
the death of our Saviour, that he could never after 
give any anſwers. The words of Plutarch to Emi- 


ys the orator, a prudent, and humble man con- 
ſoLerning this matter (of which Euſebius writ to 
el Theodorus, as a thing of great note) are as follow- 
it ech, That bis father coming one time by ſea toward 


Italy, and coafting by night about an ifland not inha- 
Fited, called Paraxis, when all in the ſbip were ſilent 
t{Mand at reſt, they heard a great and fearful vcire, 
ing wich came from that iſland, that called upon Ala- 
an an, who was pilot of the ſbip, and an Egyptian 
ichen. Now, though this voice was heard once or 
wice by Alaman, and others, yet no man had the 
ccurape to anſwer, till at the third call, he anſwer - 
d, Who is there? Whois it that calls? and what 
vould you have? Then the voice fbake more high 
ad loud, and ſaid to him, Alaman, I rcquire that 
vhen you paſs near the gulf of Laguna, you re- 
1ember to cry out alond, and make them to un- 
erſtand, That the great God Pan is dead; At 
heſe words all that were in the ſhip were much aſio · 
iſbed ; and-at laſt after con/ultation concluded, that 
he pilot ſhauld take no notice of the voice, nar ſtay | 
n the gulf to utter ſuch words, if they could pofhbly 
po beyond it; but g on in their voyage. But coming 
1 the place which the voice had mentioned, the ſhip 
25d fill, and the fea was calm without wind, fo that 7 
hey could fail no farther ; whereupon they all reſolv · | 
ugh Ws that Aluman ſbould perform his embaſſage. And 
t on be placed him/elf in the prop of the ſbip, and cried 
world, as loud as he could, ſaying, Be it known unto 
og ig ou, that the great god Pan is dead. Me had no 
me def der uttered theſe words, but there were ſe many 
mark urnful cries, proans, and woful lamentations, 

able t all the air reſounded again tberewitb. Theſe 
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camplaigts continued for ſome time, and extreme 
ſurpriætd theſe in the ſbip: but having afterward 
proſperous gale, they followed an their courſe : 41 
being arrived at Rome, told of this adventure; uh. 
coming to the ears of Tiberius, the emperor 'de/irf 

to be informed of the truth there, and had the 75 
mer particulars fully confirmed to him. W hereby 
is evident, that the devils, in all parts were cha{ 
and baniſhed from the world by the death of t!. 
' bleſſed Jeſus. And it is to be ſuppoſed that t! 
— 2 op Pan is not to be reſtrained only to 
the ſnepherds, but was rather ſome gr 
* devil, who had now loſt his power and e 
pire, as the others bad before. 
Ia the days of the aforeſaid Tiberius, the emp 
- ror Publius Lentulus being at that time pre ſidt. 
in Judea, writ an epiſtle ſometime before this 
the ſenate of Rome; which was as followeth: 
There appeared in theſe our days, a man of gre 
virtue, called FESUS CHRIST, who 1s 
living amongit us, and of the people is accepted fo 
Prophet, but his ewn diſciples call him the Son 
Grd. He raiſeth the dead, and cureth all mai; 
of diſeaſes, A man_of flature ſomewhat tall, 
. comely, with a very reverend countenance, fuck 
the bebolders may bath fear and Ive.

fented their unworthineſs in joining with the ſedi 
tious and murderers. 
Wbilſt they were diſcourfing together, there ap 
peared a great dark cloud; after which follow: 
dreadful hghtenings with fire, terrible thunderclagy, 
and ſhowers of hail, which wonderfully affrightel 
the people, fo that they all fled away, leaving the 
defence of the wall, and Anani alſo alone: But 4 
nazi took courage, and ſtayed to obſerve thoſe her 
_ ible ſigns from heaven, that he might judge wha 
they preſaged. And he gave his judgment indeed 
but not according to truth; for he foretold, 'Thet 
the thunder and hail with darkneſs, fiegnified God 
help: In hope whereof he perſaaded them to de 
fend the ſanctuary of the aps : and to this all thy 
elders which were with him alſo agreed; not for 
ſecing that all thefe figns betokened the miſeries tha 
ſhould come upon Jeruſalem, and all Iſrael.

To which 
ad their confederates ia the temple joined with 
hem, they ſwearing to each other to be one people, 
and one army, Then, they being confederated to- 
gether, flew, the fame night, eight thouſand five 
jrundred of the Ifraclites, all valiant men of war, 
beſides a multitude more of the common people. 
In the morning they laid hands on the rich men, 
haling them before the judges, and the ſeventy el- 
ders, called the Sanhedrim; and among others one 
Sechariahu, a juſt and virtuous perſon, and only 
guilty of being too rich: This man the wicked Je- 
hochanan brought before them, ſaying, Why do ye not 
condemn thoſe rich villains, who have conſpired with 
the Romans to betray this holy city into their hands. 
The priefts and elders knowing the innocency of 
the man, ſighed and wept very much; which je- 
hochanan perceiving, faid, What do you begin to 
weep before you ſee any corpſe : I wiſh I may never 
fee the face of Cad, if we do not fit in judgment our- 
felves, fince matters are thus ordered, and you fhall 
be the firſt we will judge. Then the wicked multi- 
tadz feized on Sechariachu, and haling bim from 
the place of judgment, carried him to the top of a 
high tower at the caſt-cnd of the town whence 
they caſt him down headlong into the Ve of Jeho- 
ſaphar, where he died. The prieſts and Judges 
thereupon were much afraid, ſince Jehachanan had 
threatened them, that unleſs theyeohdemned cve- 
ry man whom be accuſed, they dul go the 
ſave way. Fehochanan then apprehende@&Gerini- - 
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an, a valiant man, wio had often made grearflaugh- 
ter of the ſeditious, and was well beloved by 
cirizens ;- whom this cruel wretch brought fo

The moſt ſurpriſiug of theſe ſituctures 
is that which bas obtained the name of the Flying 
Bridge, being built over a river from one mountain 
to another, and conſiſting ouly of one fingle arch, 
Joo cubits high, and 400 long.
